Teachers Announce 
New Curriculum 


Tom Young, head coach of the var¬ 
sity basketball team, was hospitalized 
yesterday for what sources termed 
“nervous exhaustion.” The action was 
taken following reports in recent 
weeks of erratic behavior by Young. 

Officials at Parkview Hospital’s Par¬ 
thenon Pavilion described Young’s 
condition as “serious but stable.” No 
other details of the coach’s illness or 
treatment were given. 

The hard-driving Young recently 
finished his first year as coach of the 
Honevbears. Despite a school record 
of 18 wins, the season was not without 
turmoil. Young reportedly had several 
run-ins with his temperamental super- 
star, Gayle Smith. 

Smith, the team’s leading scorer, is 
known on campus and throughout 
the Nashville Interscholastic League 
as a prima donna. During the season, 
she frequently criticized Young’s 
handling of the team and complained 
that she wasn’t getting the ball enough. 

Upon hearing that Young had been 
hospitalized, Smith suggested last 
night that the coach receive electro¬ 
shock therapy. “I’d be glad to give 
him the juice myself,” she said, “About 
five hundred volts ought to do it.” 

Senior co-captain A.R. Caldwell, 
when reached for comment, said, “I 
knew something like this would hap¬ 
pen. The guy’s had brain bubbles 
since the Brentwood game.” 

The first signs of Young’s deteriora¬ 
tion were noticed by his wife, Kathy. 


“Tommy would become despondent 
for several days at a time,” she said. 
“He would just stare into space and 
say nothing, except every few hours 
he would start to babble incoherently.” 

On one occasion, Mrs. Young re¬ 
turned home to find her husband 
putting their infant son, Timothy, 
through a series of grueling basket¬ 
ball drills. When the child failed to 
respond, Young allegedly called the 
6-month-old lad a “wimp” and a “cry¬ 
baby.” 

Public speculation about Young’s 
mental stability surfaced in February 
when Young, attending the Vanderbilt- 


Tennessee basketball game, wan¬ 
dered onto the court while the con¬ 
test was in progress. Play was halted 
briefly as Young berated several of 
the Vanderbilt players and exhorted 
the game officials to “call a daagum 
foul.” 

Although no word was available as 
to how long Young’s confinement 
would last, all indications are that it 
will be lengthy. Grover Pugh, the para¬ 
medic who treated Young en route to 
the hospital, said the patient was “in a 
transom” and was “a basket case, the 
likes of which I have never seen be¬ 
fore.”
